Communist-led rebels captured a 
vital outpost comprising the north 
crn half of the main airstrip o 
the fortress. 


A heavy mist hung over 
the 


battered fortress today. The French 
hoped for clearing weather before 
r.wn to permit new waves of bomb- 
ers and fighters to blast at 
the 


enemy. 
The attackers had sliced through 


thick maxes of barbed wire 
and 


overwhelmed a third French 
out- 


post on the northwest rim yestt-r 
day. Savage counterattacks 
failed 


tc stem the drive.

el&g Vietminh masses.

Fight for Fort 
More Political 
Than Military

Likely Navarre did not expect
